Several of our physicians are bc- 
gim iiiig to realize that an 
institution a 
little more general in its character aud 
purposes is fast beeoming a 
nece.-sily 
O u r c ily is rapidly increasing in po|mIa- 
tiOD. 
O ur factories ami schools draw a 
large element to our midst who have no 
I>ermanent home here; and in m any cases 
of sickness proper attention at aboaniiiig 
house is not only inconvenient, but al 


most impossible. 
Then the practice of 
nianv of our physicians cxlem l eight, ten 
or tw elve miles into the country, a dis­ 
tance al w hich it 18 impossible lo vi.sit as 


often aud regularly and lounile patients 
as effectively 
as could 
be done if they 
could be removed to a proper pisce under 
the ready inspeetioii of the medical ad­ 


visor. 
No e.xpensive or elaborate hospi­ 
tal is called for, but a new, bright and 


clean abode could be provided in a se­ 
cluded location, (uoperiy constructed as 
regards heating and ventilation, and furn­ 
ished w ith all the necessary acee.ssones. 
It could be placed in charge of a regular­ 
ly constituted health ollieer, w hich, by 
the w ay, our city needs, who could mnkt 
proper provisions for the care of the 
premises when n otin recpiisition, and the 
em ploym ent of nurses, etc.. when re 
<|uireil. 
A s our city 
and surrounding 
country increases, 
a revenue could 
be 
made to acm e from the use of such 
building that would more than pay the 


running expense. 
A l hast such is the 
opinion of those most intereateit in the 
establishment of a convenient ( lace for 
the proper care of the sick.
